part of the Nobilitie , and nd02zſhipfull ofthis Realme , together with the great number of Jn- 
habitauntes within the ſame. 

Fozthe better pꝛeſeruation of which Citi, and the Citizens thereof, from the cauſes 
of infection, and ſickneſſe within the ſayd Citie, my Lozde Maioz ſtraightly chargeth, and cont- 
maundeth in the Queenes Maieſties name, that from hencefoozth all perſons inhabiting within 
this Cite, oz the Liberties and Suburbes thereof, and hauing any welles oz pumpes within the 
ſame, ſhall cauſe euery day befoze by. of the clocke in the moꝛning, to be dꝛawne out ol their welles 
and pumpes, ten buckets full of water at the leaſt, and the ſame do cauſe to be poured oz caſt into 
the ſtreates and cannels, foz the waſſhing and clenfing of the ſayd ſtreetes . And alls that theſame 
ſtreates and cannels be ſwept and made cleane euery moming befoze vj. of the clocke, and euery 
euening after vj, and atno other times of the day, and the filth ofthe ſtreetes and cannels there⸗ 
of, ſhall cauſe atthe ſame times tobe ſwepte together into ſome conuentent place in the ſtreates 
and out ofthe cannels of the ſame, fo that the water running thzough the ſayd ſtreates, may not 
in any wife carry any part ol the ſame filth away. Ind alſo that all the fiith ofthe ſame ſtreates 
be caryed away by the Scauenger enery ſecond day at the furtheſt, vpon payne of empziſonment 
sf euery perſon and perſons offending contrary to the meaning of this pꝛoclamation. 

And moꝛeouer that no Jnhabitaunt, oz other, within this Citie, ſhall ſuffer his oz they 
dogges, to be out of his oꝛ theyꝛ dozes , after t. of the clocke in the night, and befoze itij. of the 
clocke inthe moming . Ind il any ſo do, that then it ſhall and may be lawfull fox euery perſon to 
carry away , 02 kill euery ſuch dogge, oz dogges ſo taken, oꝛ founde in the ſame ſtreates after the 
fapd hower of ten ofthe clocke at night, and befoze fower of the clocke in the mozning, without 
any hurt oz damage to him oz them that ſhall ſo do.
